Roosevelt has declined 
to reappoint Hugh S, .Johnson a

The President's press secretary, 
Stephen E a rly , announced that ac­ 
tion today and said that personal­ 
ities did not enter into it. 
Johnson was head of the old 
N K A and in recent years has been 
lecturing and w riting a newspaper 
column. 
At 
times he has been 
severely critical of the adminis- j 
tration. 
E a r ly read to reporters excerpts 
from a letter sent to Johnson, on : 
behalf of the President, by Roose- j 
veil s secretary and m ilita ry aide, ‘ 
M ajo r General E . M. W atson. 
Tile letter said the chief execu­ 
tive felt very strongly that in the 
present emergency, reappointment 
of general officers who are eligi­ 
ble by reason of age, to the Re­ 
serve Corps, should be restricted 
to those whose employment in ac­ 
tive service 
is 
anticipated, and 
that only after the physical fitness 
of the offii cr has been investi­ 
gated to the satisfaction of arm y 
doctors, 
Age I«i No lia r 
E a r ly said Johnson was elegi- 
b!r for reappointment on the score 
of Ilia age, as lie is only 58, and 
that 
the 
w ar 
departm ent 
had 
waived the question of his physical 
fitness. 
The departm ent also had recom­ 
mended 
to 
the 
President 
that 
Johnson be recommissioned. 
He 
had 
been 
racommissioned previ­ 
ously for three five-year periods, i 
During

time, 
E a rly 
said, 
Johnson had not 
been on active 
duty or in direct touch v itll the 
arm y. 
General W atson's letter stated J 
that the w ar departm ent had no 
plan to place Johnson on active 
duty “ and in view of this fact 
your reappointment would be to 
nu ourpose 
"Tho

President.-he said, feels that that 
is something that should be cor­ 
rected, but it would take an act 
of Congress.

A reservist in the arm y, if he

Johnson's rase, E a r ly said, was 
not analagous to that of Charles 
A 
Lindbergh, who 
resigned 
his 
commission 
as a 
colonel in

A ir corps Reserve after Roosevelt 
had placed him in Hie category of 
appeasers 
He added that someone had said 
th ' action on tile Lindbergh ease 
had deprived the flier of the lig h t 
of free speech. 
A ctually, E a r ly 
said, Lindbergh was made a pri­ 
vate citizen w ithout restrictions, 
whereas he “ could have been put 
on active duty, which would have 
deprived him of Hie right of free 
speech.’'
